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City of Edenburgh, but all Parties look'd on the general Secclement of the 
Kingdom, to be1o far ſhaken, thac ic was high time for each of them co make 
 anearlyProvifion for their facure Security : Bur the Prince of Oraxge's ſpeedy 
Advance to Loydon, being once Publiſh'd, the Papifts began to look on their Caule as 
wholly deſperate, if not already undone; nor were they in the leaſt miſtaken ; for as if the 
Signal had b<en generally, chough privacely, given the Rabble from all Parrs immediately 
oather rogether;, and firſt, declaring forthe Proteffant Religzon in general, next for the 
Prince of Grange, they laſtly reſolve unanimouſly to take this Opportuniry of rooting both 
Popery and Papiſts out of the City and Kingdom, proteſting with Oaths they would no 
longer ſuffer under the apprehenſion of that Slavery which they had long fince, to their 
Sorrow, ſeen growing too faſt upon chem : Whereupon, after many Shouts, being Arm'd, 
ſome with Clubs, ſome with Swords, and others, co a great number, with Piſtols, Car- 


N: ſooner had the News of the Kings P:ivate Departure Arriv'd at the 


bines, and Muskets,-they Marcht direQly to ZZoly Rood-FHouſe, where, after ſome Vio-"' 


lences offer'd ro the Otit-parts; the Governor, who Commanded there at that time, one 
Captain Wallis, a Roman Catholick, came upan them with his Guards, withour either de- 
mand of the meaning of their Aſſembly, or the leaſt admoniſhmenr ro deſiſt, he Fires up» 
on them; and Kills ſeveral of them ; the Multirude being much more Enraged than Allay'd, 
by this Ptoceeding, run with fierceneſs and reſolution on the Guard, ſlaying and wound» 
ing every Man, not without the Loſs of abundance of their Own, tho' the Council then 
ficting had ſent to the Captain to forbear on any Accoynt to come toextremities with the 
Rabble, well imagining, and fearing the conſequences likely to enſue ; but he, as is ſup- 
pos'd being too Zealons in hisown Caufe, and relying on his little Authoricy, preſum'd 
rather to endanger the Safety, or Peace of the Kingdom, than ſubmir to a preſent Neceffity; 
for which he dearly paid, being himſelf, as was ſuppos'd, Mortrally Wounded, and his 
Companyuire Overthrown : The Malticade, in the niean time, remaining ViRorious, 
march with loud F7uzza's to the Lord Chancebor's Houſe, which they in a moment pull'd 
down to the Ground, not ſparing bothReproaches and Wounds on his Perſon ; tome re« 
proaching him with his Deſigns to Betray his Country to Popery and Slavery, ochers 
caſting in his Teech private Injuries, and all reviling him as a baſe, malicious, and unjuſt 
Mans By this time the Council and Lord Preaff, had order'd the Militia ro endeavor 
che Supprefſing theſe Irregulaticies, wifo, upon cheir firſt Approach us'd fair Words and 
Entrearies, bur thar nor prevailing (the Rabble being extreamly exa{ferared for che lofs 
of their Fellows) they were forc'd to be rough, the' before they could be diſpers'd, there 


were above Five Hundred of both ſides Kill d : The Dake of Gourden, in this junQure, - 


thoughe it the ſafeſt wayto retire into the Caſtle, and has declar'd his reſolution ro defend 
and keep it againſt any Oppoſition whatſoever : What the reſult will be is uncertain, 
tho' the-þerter part of che Nobility and Gentry, and all the Commonalty in general, have 
declar'd their reſolution ro ſtand by the Prince of Orange, in Defence of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, as by Law Eſtabliſhed : The ſaid Prince's Declaration ( for reſtoring the Religion, 
| Laws, and Liberties of Scotland rotheir Ancient Grandure) having bin publickly read in 
Fdinburzh, and ſeveral other parrs of Scotland, wich Acclamations of Joy. The general 
expeation, at this preſene Writing, is the Aﬀair of the Duke of Gourdox, (who, if he
